MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 


July,  1926. 

To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fleetwood 

Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  Third  Annual  Report 
on  the  Healtli  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District  during 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1925. 

Fleetwood  is  situated  within  the  Fyldc  Union  Poor  Law 
District.  Lying  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Wyre  it  is  a seaport 
and  market  town.  The  area  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  More- 
cambe  Bay,  on  the  west  by  the  frish  Sea,  on  the  east  by  the  River 
Wyre,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Urban  District  of  Thornton. 

Most  of  the  land  is  lowdying,  the  subsoil  varies  from  sand 
and  gravel  near  the  coast  to  heavy  marl.  The  principal  industry 
is  Steam  Trawl  Fishing  with  its  contingent  industries  ; it  is  also 
becoming  a seaside  resort  of  no  mean  importance. 

Every  house  in  the  town  is  provided  with  good  and  whole- 
some water  by  the  Fylde  Water  Board. 

Tnc  whole  of  the  town  area  is  sewered  on  the  combined 
system  and  is  carried  by  gravitation  to  the  Pumping  Station 
situated  on  the  west  coast,  where  it  is  then  raised  into  a high 
tank  and  discharged  into  the  sea  at  suitable  tide  times. 

All  the  property  in  the  town  is  on  the  water-carriage  system 
of  drainage. 
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The  area  of  the  Fleetwood  Sanitary  District  is  2,565  statute 
acres.  The  district  is  divided  into  three  wards,  the  areas  of

The  population  of  Fleetwood  to  the  30th  June,  1925,  is 
estimated  to  be  20,610,  an  increase  of  1,162  over  last  Census 
figures.  The  increase  during  the  year  of  births  over  deaths  was 
177-

There  were  ii  illegitimate  births,  giving  a percentage  of  2,5 
of  the  total  births.  In  1924  the  number  was  13,  with  a percent- 
age of  2.8  of  the  total  births. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  illegitimate  children  under  one  year 
was  4,  which  gives  a percentage  of  36  of  the  total  illegitimate 
births,  compared  with  1 1 per  cent,  of  deaths  of  all  infants  during 
the  year.

With  regard  to  the  Infantile  Mortality  which  is  high  this 
year,  reference  to  the  table  will  in  part  explain  the  figure. 
Among  infants  from  I to  12  months  the  figure  this  year  is  20 — 
the  same  as  for  last  year  and  1921,  and  less  than  that  in  1922. 

Deaths  under  one  month  old  are  abnormally  high,  those 
under  one  week  being  accountable  for  the  high  figure. 

The  mean  infantile  death-rate  for  the  district  for  the  10 
years  1915  to  1924  being  87  per  1,000  births.

These  give  a death-rate  of  0.534  per  pooo,  compared  with 
0.58  in  1924,  and  0.3  in  1923  ; and  a percentage  of  deaths  from 
these  diseases  to  the  total  deaths  of  4.3. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  notihed  was  39  pulmonary  and  8 
non-pulfnonary. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was 
17,  and  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  6,  a total  of  23  (9  males 
and  14  females),  giving  a death-rate  of  1.12  per  1,000,  compared 
with  1.03  in  1924. 

Those  from  Lung  Tubercule  give  a death-rate  of  0.82  per 
1,000,  compared  with  O.93  in  1924. 

The  number  of  cases  receiving  Sanatorium  treatment  during 
the  year  was  28. 

The  notification  of  Tuberculosis  is  satisfactory,  all  deaths 
from  this  disease  had  been  previously  notihed. 
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Particulars  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  of  deaths  from 
the  disease  in  the  district  during  1925,  are  given  in  the  following 
Table.

Diphtheria. 

Of  the  8 cases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  2 cases  died.  There 
was  one  death  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Under  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (Outside  London)  Order 
of  1910,  serum  is  supplied  free  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  district.  During  the  year  seven  tubes  of  8,000  units  each, 
and  six  tubes  of  2,000  units  each,  were  supplied  to  members  of 
the  medical  profession. 

Fifteen  swabs  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
13  of  these  gave  a negative  result. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  the  case  of  school  children,  when 
swabs  have  not  been  taken,  they  are  not  allowed  to  return  to  their 
school  until  the  completion  of  21  days  after  they  are  certified  as 
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clear  of  the  disease.  Where  swabs  have  been  taken,  two  negative 
reports  will  entitle  the  child  to  immediate  resumption  of  school- 
ing. Similar  rules  apply  to  contacts. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  one  death  from  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year, 
and  31  cases  were  notified. 

The  Schick  and  Dick  tests  have  not  been  applied,  nor  has 
inocculation  been  effected  in  Diphtheria  or  Scarlet  Fever. 

' In  a suspected  case  of  Rabies  during  April,  examination  of 
the  carcase  of  the  dog  proved  negative.

Bacteriological  Examination. 


Facilities  for  the  examination  of  material  from  suspected 
cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Tuberculosis,  etc.,  are 
available  for  all  medical  practitioners  in  the  district  without 
charge.  In  all  25  speeimens  were  examined,  and  the  results  are 
set  out  in  the  following  statement  : —

Causes  of  Sickness. 

The  Distriet  has  been  free  from  any  particularly  noteworthy 
incidenee  of  disease  during  the  year. 

Nursing. 

There  is  one  District  Nursing  Association  known  as  the 
“ Alice  Hall  Memorial  and  Fleetwood  Urban  District  Nursing 
Association,”  and  one  District  Nurse  is  employed,  her  services 
being  available  for  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  for  general 
sickness,  other  than  Infectious  Diseases.  The  Association  is 
hnanced  by  interest  from  the  investment  of  a legacy  left  for  the 
purpose,  and  by  voluntary  contributions. 

Midwives. 

There  were  eight  registered  midwives  in  the  district  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  None  of  these  are  employed  or  subsidised  by  the 
Local  Authority. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. 

There  are  no  clinics  or  treatment  centres  under  the  control 
of  the  Local  Authority. 
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A campaign  against  Venereal  Diseases  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Council  in  co-operation  with  the  Local  Authority,  and 
Male  and  Female  Clinics  have  been  opened  at  the  Royal  Infirm- 
ary, Preston,  and  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Blackpool,  for  the  free 
treatment  of  these  cases  on  the  latest  scientific  lines,  of  which 
all  information  can  be  obtained  from  me. 

Child  Welfare  work  is  also  under  the  administration  of  the 
County  Authorities,  assisted  by  a local  Committee. 

Hospitals. 

A hospital,  containing  20  beds  and  7 eots,  for  cases  of  general 
siekness  and  aeeidents,  is  available  in  the  district,  and  is  support- 
ed by  voluntary  contributions. 

For  Infectious  Diseases,  the  Loeal  Authority  contribute 
towards  the  maintenanee  of  the  Fylde  Joint  Hospital,  at  Moss 
Side,  near  Lytham,  which  contains  48  beds  and  12  eots. 

For  Small-pox  eases,  the  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Elswick, 
eontaining  15  beds,  is  subsidised. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

A motor  ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Fylde  Joint  Hospital 
Board  for  eases  of  Infectious  Diseases  sent  to  the  Hospital.  For 
non-infectious  cases  two  motor  ambulanees  and  one  horse 
ambulance  are  maintained  by  the  Loeal  Authority. 

Poor  Law  Relief. 

The  number  of  persons  relieved  during  the  year  ending 
31st  Mareh,  1925,  was  185  and  the  cost  £i,ioi,  compared  with  a 
eost  of  £1,678  for  229  persons  for  the  year  ending  31st  March, 
1926. 

The  Education  (Administration  Provisions)  Act,  1907. 

Under  this  Aet  the  County  Council  is  the  Authority  and 
their  Medical  Officers  make  the  examinations  of  the  children 
attending  the  Couneil  Schools. 
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Water  Supply. 

Is  upland  water,  obtained  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board, 
colleeted  in  reservoirs  at  Grizedale,  about  15  miles  from  Fleet- 
wood,  and  is  of  very  good  quality. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  have  been  visited. 
Thirty-one  samples  of  milk  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion for  Tuberculosis,  two  samples  proved  positive.  The  herds 
from  which  these  samples  were  obtained  were  examined  and  in 
both  instances  cows  affected  with  Tubercular  udders  were 
discovered.  These  animals  were  slaughtered. 

A considerable  proportion  of  the  samples  sent  to  the 
Bacteriologist  did  not  come  up  to  the  ordinary  standard  of 
cleanliness.  There  were  eight  cow-keepers  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  35  dairymen  or  purveyors  of  milk  (other 
than  cow-keepers). 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

The  sampling  of  food  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Police 
Authorities,  and  it  would  be  a great  advantage  if  samples  were 
also  taken  by  the  Local  Authority.  Particulars  of  the  work  done 
by  the  Police  will  be  found  in  the  Inspector’s  Report. 

Housing. 

The  Ffousing  accommodation  is  still  inadequate  and  the 
need  for  more  houses  is  as  pressing  as  ever. 

During  the  year  249  houses  have  been  erected,  107  by  the 
Council,  and  142  by  private  enterprise. 

There  is  yet  a large  amount  of  overcrowding.

To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fleetwood  Urban 

District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1925. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  was 
132  ; a large  number  of  them  were  of  a trivial  nature,  and  could 
not  be  dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.  In  every  caso 
where  a complaint  wms  found  to  be  bona-hde  action  was  duly 
taken. 

The  number  of  preliminary  notices  served  was  307.  Twenty- 
nine  Statutory  Notices  were  served,  and  126  interviews  with 
owners  took  place. 

The  legal  proceedings  with  regard  to  offensive  effluvia  from 
the  Fish  Oil  Works,  and  which  had  been  adjourned  from  time  to 
time,  was  withdrawn  without  prejudice  to  further  action, 
subsequent  on  the  owners  carrying  out  alterations  and  also 
refraining  from  carrying  out  certain  operations  until  new 
machinery  guaranteed  not  to  cause  a nuisance  was  installed. 

The  following  Tables  give  a classihed  list  of  the  visits  made, 
and  also  the  nuisances  dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  Table 
of  Nuisances  only  refers  to  cases  where  informal  or  Statutory 
Notices  have  been  served  ; those  nuisances  prevented  or  abated 
by  verbal  request  are  not  included. 

The  particulars  of  visits  and  nuisances  given  do  not  include 
the  work  carried  out  in  the  Urban  District  by  the  Port  Sanitary 
Inspector,  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  his  Report,  and  in 
order  to  ascertain  a complete  account  of  the  work  carried  out 
in  the  District,  these  need  to  be  added  to  the  under-mentioned

Infectious  Diseases. 

Visits  to  the  number  of  126  were  made  to  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases.  During  the  year  120  school  notices  and  certificates 
were  issued. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years  by 
spraying  the  infected  rooms  with  formalin  and  fumigating  with 
formalin  gas,  and  treating  infected  bedding  and  clothing  by 
steam  at  the  Town’s  Yard.  This  steam  disinfector  is  also 
available  for  treating  infected  or  verminous  clothes,  beds,  etc., 
from  the  ships  whilst  in  the  docks,  but  during  the  year  has  not 
been  required  for  this  purpose. 

During  the  year  I2I  houses,  and  1,246  articles  were  dis- 
infected. 

Food  Inspection. 

During  the  year  541  visits  were  made  to  the  Public  Abattoir, 
and  530  visits  to  other  premises  where  foods  are  prepared  or  sold. 

There  are  no  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  District. 

The  weight  of  meat  and  other  foods  destroyed  or  otherwise 
disposed  of  during  the  year  as  unfit  for  food,  was  2 tons  5 cwts. 
4 lbs.  from  the  Abattoir,  and  19  cwts.  ii  lbs.  from  shops  and 
other  premises. 


Marking  of  meat  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations, 
1924,  has  not  been  adopted. 

The  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations  were  complied  with 
as  far  as  practicable.  The  greatest  difficulty  met  with  was  the 
question  of  the  open  window  ; the  butchers  readily  complied 
with  the  Order,  but  certain  grocers  are  in  the  habit  of  exposing 
bacon  and  other  meat  without  any  protection.  These  have  been 
suitably  warned. 

Another  difficulty  met  with  is  the  sale  of  cooked  meats,  for 
which  no  provision  appears  to  have  been  made  in  the  Regulations. 

The  premises  where  the  curing  of  fish  is  carried  on  have 
been  visited  222  times,  and  have  invariably  been  found  in  a 
clean  condition.

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority 
over  the  whole  district.  The  collection  from  dust-bins  is  carried 
out  weekly  ; from  ashpits,  which  are  very  few  in  number,  onge 
in  two  or  three  weeks.  There  are  no  privy  middens  in  the 
Town  Area. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  two  Vulcan  motor  tipping 
vehicles,  one  horse  and  cart,  and  13  men  (three  drivers  and  10 
dustmen).  The  Town  is  divided  into  three  districts,  and  a 
leading  man  appointed  for  each  area.  The  time  worked  is  a 
47-hour  week. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
claiming land,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  down  nuisances 
by  covering  the  refuse  with  sand  and  other  innocuous  material. 
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Fish  offal  is  collected  by  the  local  fish  meal  manufacturers.

There 
are  two  hrms  who  are  prawn  dealers  ; one,  the  Wyre  Fishermen’s 
Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  supply  lists  as  required  ; the 
other  refuses  to  do  so,  hence  it  is  impossible  in  the  latter  case 
to  see  that  the  work  is  done  under  hygienic  conditions.

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1925,  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  No.  651. 

The  health  of  those  arriving  at  the  Port  during  the  year  has 
continued  good,  no  case  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  having 
been  reported. 

No  vessel  from  a Port  infected  with  Plague,  Cholera  or 
Yellow  Fever  arrived  during  the  year. 

The  Mooring  Station  for  vessels  found  to  be  infected  with 
Plague,  Cholera  or  Yellow  Fever  has  been  fixed  on  the  north 
side  of  Tune  Deep,  off  the  entrance  to  the  River  Wyre.  An  out- 
side Boarding  Station  for  infected  or  suspected  ships  has  not 
yet  been  agreed  upon.  By  arrangement  with  the  Harbour 
Authorities  a steam  tug  would  be  placed  at  my  disposal  in  the 
event  of  my  having  to  board  any  vessel  detained  in  Tune  Deep. 

The  Port  Hospital  was  last  used  in  1894.  The  place  is  now 
in  a satisfactory  condition. 

There  has  been  a further  increase  over  the  previous  year’s 
weight  of  fish  landed. 
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The  personal  relations  between  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs, 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and  your  Officers  of  the  Authority, 
continue  most  cordial,  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  them  for 
assistance  given.
